He is a realist, a pragmatist. 

I have talked with him once, 
in a four-man interview in 
Chungking. He was placid, his 
face almost mask-like, broken 
only by an occasional smile, 
which briefly warmed his face. 
It was, to tell the truth, not 
much of an interview. It was 
full of hope—Japan was then in 
stubborn retreat and the Nazi 
tide was ebbing. The interview 
was mostly optimism and plati- 
tudes. He saw, as we all did, 
victory. Not one of us, sitting 
there that day in his house on 
a pine-covered slope above the 
sprawling town on the precipi- 
tous hills where the Yangtze 
and Kialing rivers meet, even 
entertained an idea he would not 

go on to rule China.

And, Yet 

Yet, it happened. And “only 
the Truman decision to inter- 
vene in Korea saved Formosa. 
Chinese invasion plans were 
ready, waiting only the antici- 
pated quick North Korean Com- 
munist success... History—as so 
diverse minds as Harry S. 
Truman, Douglas MacArthur, 
and Dwight D. Eisenhower all 
agree—will write that meeting | 
of Communist aggression in that 
fateful peninsula was ‘‘a light 
lit in the Asian darkness.”’ 

China was, and is, a product 
of the Chinese Revolution. It is 
a much older revolution than 
that of Russia’s. Sun Yat Sen 
organized China’s after Japan’s 
conquest of her in 1894. For 
more than a half century she 
has been in the throes of this 
continuing struggle. 

Chiang was one of Dr. Sun’s 
favorites, and a rising young 
officer. In 1917 he resigned and 
went into business. By 1921 he 
was back, his star rising. 

In 1923—after all the Western 
nations, satisfied with their 
treaty port rights—had refused 
Dr. Sun’s requested aid to fight 
his revolution, Russia offered 
help. (Let all those who think 
we are aiding other nations too 
much, consider what might have 
happened had we “helped’’ Dr. 
Sun.) 

Dr. Sun sent Chiang to Mos- 
cow. In his official biography 
Chiang noted down a bit of ad- 
vice given him in Moscow by 
Leon Trotsky—‘‘Patience and 
activity are the two essential 
factors for a _ revolutionary 
party, and one complements the 
other.’’ When Dr. Sun died in 
1925 Chiang assumed office as 
head of the Kuomintang army. 
In 1926 he turned suddenly on 
the Russian leadership and in a 
series of great successes won 
control of China. 

But, paradoxically, from that 
time his fortunes turned slowly, 
and with interruptions, downhill 
-—to Formosa. , 
Decision 

Being a pragmatist, he would 
like, as some of our congress- 
men fear he may, to bring us 
into all-out war. Only defeat of 
China and Russia will restore 
him in command of. his home- 
land. But world war is not yet his 
decision. 

He is a mysterious man, 
much-loved, much-hated, much- 
feared. There is no doubt what- 
ever but that he lost the people 
of China. Vinegar Joe Stilwell 
despised him. Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur liked him. And so 
it went. Tit for tat. A new 
book just out, ‘“‘The Third Force 
in China,’’ is by Carsun Chang, 
# strong anti-Communist, who 
drafted the constitution of the 
Nationalist Chinese government. 
He insists the Formosa govern- 
ment must be supported by the 
free nations, but that Chiang 
himself will not do and “must 
_ go.” If he does, author Chang 
believes China can be rewon. 

‘There is no middle ground 
where Chiang Kai-shek is con- 
cerned. 

He cannot now, of course, in- 
wade.China. To do so would 
require almost as much material 
and support as was used against 
the Germans on D-Day. But, he 
can harass and pin down Chi- 
mese ... so long as our fleet 
protects him.

LONDON, Feb. 4 — The* cher- 
ished American ideal of helping 
to build a unified Europe, capable 
of defending itself, moved a little 
nearer realization tonight. 

This was due largely to the per-

Secretary of State Dulles and Mu- 
tual Security Administrator Stas- 
sen, working as a team of polity- 
makers and paymasters. 

Dulles has been advancing the 
idea that Europe’s only salvation 
lies in unification. Stassen has 
been saying that the only hope of 
continued American help is for 
Europe to show some sign of 
carrying out its own commit- 
ments. 


BECOMING IMPATIENT 

Together they have created the 
impression, both in France and 
here, that the American people 
and Congress are becoming rath- 
er impatient. 

This is not to say that they 
have completely overcome French 
suspicions or British hesitations. 
They have made some progress 
in both directions. 

The British are no more in- 
clined toward. full membership 
in any European. community ef- 
fort than they ever were, but it 
may be. that they are willing to 
go a little bit further than they 
were before Dulles’ visit toward 
meeting the French conditions of 
joining in an alliance with the 
Germans. 


According to foreigu diplomats, 
the line that Dulles has taken 
everywhere in Europe is that the 
United States Congress has 
reached the limit of its patience 
and wants action. 

TIME HAS COME 

He has pointed out that it is 
nearly nine months since the Eu- 
ropean Defense Community 
treaties were signed but that 
nothing has been done about put- 
ting them into effect. The time 
has come, he is telling European 
statesmen, either to fish or cut 
bait. Unless there is action on 
the part of European legislators, 
or a definite promise of it within

A bill which its critics said 
would ‘‘set juvenile court proce- 
dure in Georgia back 55 years’’ 
and provide for handling. chil- 
dren ‘‘as if they were criminals’ 
Wednesday drew cries of alarm 
from juvenile court authorities in 
Fulton County. 


The court bill, House Bill 347, 
would amend the juvenile court 
act of 1951 to provide for a pros- 
ecutor for juvenile cases and a 
12-member jury if parents or 
guardians request. It would also 
provide that in case of appeal 
from the actions of the juvenile 
judgd the status quo would pre- 
vail. 

It was introduced by Rep. Em- 
ory L. Rowland of Johnson Coun- 
ty a-week ago and had languished 
in committee, apparently unno- 
ticed, until juvenile court au- 
thorities and some members of 
the House discovered it and be- 
came fearful that it would pass. 


In rapid order they secured a 
promise from Representative Row- 
land that he would confer with 
Judge W. W. Woolfolk of Fulton 
County before pressing for passage 
of the bill. 

Fulton’s Judge Woolfolk de- 
clared the status quo provision of 
the bill ‘‘would simply mean that 
while an appeal was pending any 
child found in a situation en- 
dangering his health, morals 
character or general welfare 
would’ be returned to that situa- 
tion until the case was settled. 
The juvenile court couldn’t exe- 
cute an order against gross neg- 
lect or starvation until the appel- 
late court acted.” /

, . there is no longer any logic or sense in 
a condition that required the United States 
Navy to assume defensive responsibilities 
on behalf of the Chinese Communists, thus 
permitting those Communists, with greater 
impunity, to kill our soldiers and those of 
our Unitéd Nations Allies in Korea... I 
am, therefore, issuing instruction that the 
Seventh Fleet no longer be employed to 
shield Communist China... . .’

Church tradition has long associated the 
beloved saint, Mary Magdalene, with the 
woman taken in adultery (read John 8:3-11). 
One day in the temple the scribes and 
Pharisees brought to Jesus this woman 
whose sin was notorious. By ancient cus- 
tom, she should be stoned to death. Christ 
said: “‘He that is without sin among you, 
let him first cast a stone at her.’’ 


The accusers could not ignore the voice 
of their conscience and slowly each slunk 
off into the shadows of the mighty temple 
pillars. The woman then looked into the 
kindly eyes of the Master and realized, per- 
haps for the first time in her life, the mean- 
ing of divine love. Christ said to her: ‘‘Go, 
and sin no more.” 

Well, church tradition says this very 
woman was indeed Mary Magdalene, who 
at the dark hour of Calvary stayed near the 
Master’s cross even as the disciples in fear 
hid from the light of day.

NEW YORK, Feb. 4—3— 
Eleven married men and.a 
bachelor were chosen today as 
the jury to hear the vice trial of 
margarine heir Minot F. (Mickey) 
Jelke III, and his former sweet- 
heart promised to ‘‘tell all’’ for 


the prosecution. 

All but one of the all-male jury 
were over 40 years of age. They 
were preponderantly family men 
with children. Both of the alter- 
nate jurors are married. 

Assistant District Attorney 
Anthony J. Liebler was granted 
a recess until Friday, after the 
jury was completed. He said he 
needed the delay in order to pre- 
pare his case further. 


Leading off a parade of some 
11 attractive women on some of 
whose earnings Jelke is accused 
of living will be auburn-haired 
Pat Ward, 19, Jelke’s supposedly 
jilted sweetheart, who originally 
brought the scandal crashing 
around the heir to $3,000,000. 

He allegedly induced her to 
become a prostitute in what the 
state calls his cafe society prosti- 
tution ring. 

She appeared in court briefly 
today in a one-piece black dress 
with a white collar and a camel 
hair’s coat thrown over her 
shoulders. She entered the wit- 
ness room but left when it be- 
. came evident she would not be 
called to the stand today. 


The model attempted to end 
her life last May. Jelke was re- 
ported to have refused to marry 
her. She subsequently went to 
the district attorneys’ office and 
told a story of being, placed by 
Jelke in a house of prostitution 
run by red-haired Erica Steel, 
alleged California madam, who 
also is a material witness in the 
case, 

Defense Attorney Sam Segal 
attacked charged that Jelke had 
promised to marry Pat Ward. He 
said today that he would show 
that when she claimed to have 
been rejected by the 23-year-old 
margarine heir, she was keeping 
“‘steady company” with a well- 
known night club crooner. 

Jelke is on trial on charges of 
living off the proceeds of prosti- 
tution and with compulsory pros- 
titution. If convicted, he could 
be sentenced to some 140 years 
in prison.

Prior to the jury’s investiga- 
tion of the commutation Garland 
went on record as- saying that 
Ogletree did not receive a fair 
trial. 

Ogletree was found guilty by a 
Monroe County jury of a charge 
of the murder of William Bell, 
white service station operator. 

Garland named only one of the 
jurors who visited his home, John 
Bittick.

How much of what we 4&re or 
like in childhood lives on inte 
and through adult life? 

Fifty years ago the wife of 
an American missionary in 
China began to keep a journal 
for her three small children, 
the youngest then three. Eight 
years later, when she had six 
children, the youngest again 
three, she stopped. 

She had what she wanted—a 
mother’s record of her chil- 
dren’s health, height, likes, dis- 
likes, behavior, character and 
intellectual development, as 
well as occasional comments 
they had made she wanted to 
remember. 

NO CHANGE 

In comparative health, 
height and learning ability the 
results were the same over the 
years. The healthiest child had 
grown into the healthiest adult. 
The sickliest child had died in 
his 30s. The brightest child had 
ended up magna cum laude and 
a college professor. The dullest 
child had failed to finish high 
school and had become a typist. 

Of the 40 traits of character 
mentioned’ by the mother, %§ 
were analyzed then and now. 
Fourteen remained the same: 
Affection, ambition, attractive- 
ness, brightness, conscientious- 
ness, sympathy, bossiness, con- 
trariness, carelessness, irrita- 
bility, jealousy, nervousness, 
quarreling and strong will. Six 
traits tended to diminish with 
age—quick temper, shyness, 
spunkinegs, bravery ’ exactness 
and perseverance, 

BOYS NAUGHTIER 

Boys were naughtier than 
girls, the journal showed clear- 
ly, and punishment was merited 
most frequently during the sec- 
ond and years. — 

Moreover, the mother noted 
how the naughty one reacted to 
punishment. Two, the two 
naughtiest, always attempted 
to mend their ways. They were
